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Pedestrian Killed 
Here Wednesday 


Plano has recorded its second fatality of the year in little over a week. 
Willie Lee (Bill) Brawley of Et. 2 died Wednesday of injuries received 
in a 3:30 p.m. car-pedestrian accident. 
A police department spokesman said Brawley was standing on the 
south shoulder of FM 544 about 20 feet west of Del Sol Dr. when a 1963 
Chevrolet pickup driven by Arthur R. Spencer of 2804 Meadows ap­ 
proached in the westbound lane. 
Police believe that Brawley, 76, walked into the side of the truck, 
although Spencer tried to avoid the collision by going into the northside 
ditch. 
Brawley was taken to Parkland Hospital in Dallas by fire department 
ambulance where he died at 4:58 p.m., shortly after admission. 
Funeral arrangements are pending at Harrington-Bratcher-Dickey in 
Plano.

committee. 
Jack Harvard stressed the need for 
good planning for the future, adding 
that die city needs people who are 
capable of handling dollars. Harvard 
is a financial and planning analyst. 
With a growth rate of 8,000 a year, 
he said, it becomes more important to 
watch 
planning 
and 
zoning. 
He questioned having builders or 
developers as voting members of the 
Planning and Zoning Commission, 
although admitting that the men now 
serving are good. 
Harvard also admitted during 
questioning that he would have a 
conflict of interest in some zoning 
cases. Many of the banks included in 
the holding company for which he 
works own land in Plano. He said he 
would be unable to vote on some 
zoning cases and bond issues for this 
reason. 
He said he favors a regional 
shopping center and encouraging 
developers to donate park land to the 
city. 
Brad Dickinson stressed the need 
for thorough long-range planning and 
attainable goals. Planned action must 
be taken in several areas if Plano is 
not to become a maze of residential 
and retail development, he main­ 
tained. 
Dickinson also stressed the need to 
protect downtown Plano which is "an 
important part of the city’s heritage.” 
This includes leaving the municipal 
building at its present location. 
He said he favors the creation of 
voting districts because it is now 
impossible to effectively represent all 
a councilman’s constituents. 
Cecil Grattafiori Jr. noted that his 
14-plus years of management ex­ 
perience will be of value to the 
council. He said Plano’s thorough­ 
fares are overcrowded, 
zoning 
decisions (unspecified) are "at the 
least questionable” and that borrowed 
money is being spent at an alarming 
rate.

Churchill Sued 
NEW YORK (UPI) — Lord Charles Spencer Churchill is being sued for $3 
million for allegedly violating a contract to promote a line of men’s clothing. 
In a lawsuit filed Wednesday in U.S. District Court, Tarra Hall Clothiers of 
Fifth Avenue said the London lord reneged on an agreement to be Tarra’s 
exclusive representative through August. 
The complaint named Geneseo Inc. as the second defendant. It said the firm 
"wrongfully induced” Churchill, the brother of the Duke of Marlborough, to 
promote its competing line of men’s clothing in violation of the Tarra agreement. 
Tarra said it paid Churchill $500 and was to have paid an additional $3,500 for 
each of at least four personal appearances at stores in the United States. 


New Jobs 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former Democratic party chairman Robert Strauss, 
former Ohio Gov. John Gilligan and former Wyoming Sen. Gale McGee are 
working at new jobs today. 
All three were sworn in Wednesday in the Rose Garden at the White House. 
Strauss, who led the party from the defeat of George McGovern in 1972 to 
Carter’s victory 4 years later, assumed the post of special trade negotiator. 
Gilligan, once mentioned as a possible presidential prospect, was sworn in as 
head of the Agency for International Development. 
McGee, defeated last fall for reelection, is the new ambassador to the 
Organization of American States.

He also said the city is 
facing disunity, although the 
east-west situation is im­ 
proving. The council should 
encourage both east and 
west to strive toward the 
same goals, Grattafiori said. 
Noting that realistically 
the city must continue to 
spend more money in the 
future, he stressed that 
utmost care and planning is 
necessary to insure that the 
funds are spent where most 
needed 
Grattafiori refused to 
comment on a question 
about the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, but Dickinson 
answered that he believes 
the trend is toward the sale. 
He stressed that the council 
must be prepared to act in 
such a situation whether the 
beverages are allowed in 
only one area or all over 
town. 
Harvard and Richeson 
noted that private clubs are 
zoning problems and should 
be considered on an in­ 
dividual basis. Harvard 
favors a referendum for the 
people to 
decide; 
and 
Richeson pointed out that if a 
petition for such an election 
is presented, the council has 
no choice but to act on it. 
School Pl. I 
Former trustee Mary Beth 
Applewhite said her plat­ 
form has not changed since 
she ran in 1973. She added 
that her record is consistent 
with the platform. 
She is for educational 
excellence and intellectual 
discipline, diligent super­

In the Texas Hill Country 
is a ranch that is like many 
others in the Southwest. It 
has a herd of Hereford 
cattle, a showbarn and some 
cowboys. 
But unlike other modern 
ranches, 
this one 
isn’t 
keeping up with the times. It 
is 
deliberately 
being 
maintained as it looked in 
the late 1960s when Lyndon 
B. Johnson lived and worked 
on it as a rancher and as the 
36th president of the United 
States. 
The ranch, part of the 
Lyndon B. Johnson National 
Historic Site, is operated by 
the National Park Service 
of the Department of the 
Interior. As part of a living 
history program, the agency 
maintains the ranch scene— 
the pastures, croplands, 


fences, Herefords, corrals 
and showbarn—as it 
ap­ 
peared in President John­ 
son’s years. This includes 
irrigating some 200 acres on 
a year round basis, plowing, 
planting, 
feeding 
the 
livestock and handling all 
the other chores that crop up 
on a ranch. 
Visitors can see the ranch 
lands by taking a tour bus 
that departs from the visitor 
center at the LBJ State 
Historical Park, across the 
Pedemales River from the 
ranch. 
The buses, which run from 
IO a m. to 5 p.m. in spring 
and summer and until 4 p.m. 
in the fall and winter also 
take visitors to see the one- 
room Junction School, where 
LBJ got his first taste of 
education at the age of four, 


the Johnson Birthplace, a 
reconstructed two bedroom 
farmhouse where Lyndon 
was born and the Johnson 
Family Cemetery and the 
President’s grave. 
On 
Tuesdays 
through 
Saturdays the tour goes by 
the “Texas White House” 
where the President worked 
and where he retired. Lady 
Bird Johnson still resides in 
the ranch house and on many 
occasions, visitors catch a 
glimpse of the former First 
Lady, who always waves at 
the visitors. 
The

is 
located

miles 
from 
Johnson City where other 
portions of the historic site 
are located.

Dampen 
the grease spots only, put soda on them and leave for IO 
minutes or so and then scrub with a sponge or plastic scouring 
pad. Rinse and dry. Do not immerse such an electric 
appliance in water.

GM Image 
Endangered

General Motors considers 
itself a shining example of 
what an American cor­ 
poration is supposed to be. In 
battling to maintain that 
image, it is likely to come 
out a loser even if it wins. 
GM 
has 
adm itted 
government officials think 
the automaker cheated on 
paying 
millions of tax 
dollars and its carefully 
nurtured image of five in­ 
d i v i d u a l 
c a r - b u i l d i n g 
divisions is little more than 
fiction. 
Ironically, 
the 
bad 
publicity surfaced while GM 
Chairm an 
Thomas 
A. 
Murphy was traveling the 
country telling business 
groups they have to be more 
open with the public if they 
expect to be believed. 
The Internal 
Revenue 
Service investigation is the 
most serious of the problems 
because it may involve 
criminal action. The public 
is more likely to remember 
the flap over Chevrolet 
engines in Oldsmobiles. 
For years, GM has pitched 
to the American car buyer 
that a Chevrolet was a good 
car. When it came time to 
step up, there was the 
Pontiac, Buick, Oldsmobile 
and, at the top, the Cadillac. 
Many parts used in cars in 
recent years have been 
interchangeable. 
Basic 
designs came from the same 
drawing rooms. 
The big 
differences were in price 
tags, but GM kept pushing 
the idea of differences 
between the car lines. 
The result of GM’s suc­ 
cessful advertising was a 
public outcry when it ran 
short of the Rocket V-8 
engine and put a similar 
Chevy engine in its place in 
43,000 
1977-model 
Old­ 
smobile Delta 88s. GM of­ 
ficials said they were sur­ 
prised by the commotion. 
An Illinois judge ordered 
the automaker to inform 
customers who purchased 
Delta 88s that their cars 
actually may have Chevy 
engines. GM faces similar 
legal action in Kentucky and m 
Rhode Island. Officials In** 
other states are considering 
like action. 
Pressures to build smaller 
cars 
with 
g reater fuel 
economy 
already 
have 
erased 
m any 
real 
dif­ 
ferences between the five 
GM car-building divisions. 
GM now must decide if it 
wants to retain the pitch that 
there are dollars-under-the- 
skin differences that make 
an Oldsmobile worth several 
hundred 
m ore 
than 
a 
Chevrolet. 
While the auto giant can 
make that decision itself, the 
government will have much 
to do with GM’s future 
corporate reputation. 
Reports continue to cir­ 
culate that a federal grand 
jury will be convened to 
investigate GM’s books. If 
charges of tax fraud ever are 
leveled against the com­ 
pany, it could be the biggest 
tax cheating case ever. 
Sources indicate the IRS 
may be questioning GM 
write-offs of equipment that 
may have reduced its taxes 
by tens of millions of dollars 
a year — reductions barely 
noticeable in a company that 
reported a 1976 federal in­ 
come tax bill of $2 billion. 
GM has stood by its one 
statement issued when the 
story broke: “We believe 
that when the investigation 
is completed, the govern­ 
ment will conclude that GM 
hasn’t done anything im­ 
proper.”
